Heading due south, .the column left 
Columbus’ at noon and soon crossed the 
border. The imposing column of about 
3500 men was led by the Thirteenth Cav- 
alry. The place of honor was given tv 
this regiment because it was the one 
which suffered most at Villa’s hands 
and which had fought him by the blaze 
of the burning buildings in Columbus. 


Gen. Pershing With Brigades. 

With the headquarters staff of the 
eigifth brigade rode Gen. John J. ter- 
shing, a fine figure of a soldier—iean, 
drawn, hawk-eyed.

Funston, the campaign that’ was begun 
today will continue until Villa is cap-, 
tured or killed, This, it was said at 
Gen. Funston’s headquarters, is the ides. 
Gen. Pershing carried with him across 
the line. No limits have been placed on 
the fleld of operations. After the cam- 
paign is well under way, it was pointed 
out, circumstances may cause restric- 
tions, but just now. the troops are pre- 
pared to go anywhere to carry out the 
President's orders. 

_ Gen. Funston regarded the situation 
optimistically. He appeared to have no 
doubts that the men in the field would 
render good accounts of themselves in 

'h work undertaken and he was hope- 
ful that Villa would be forced into 
corner at an early date. 

There are now available in this de- 
partment for operations in Mexico more 
than 20,000 troops, and if the plans for 
recruiting ‘the companies to full 
strength are carried out this number 
Will, it is expected, be quickly increased. 
Cavalry posts have been relieved by in- 
fantry in most cases in order to furnish 
“a more mobile force for the pursuit of 
Villa, although in the expedition that 
went in there is‘a considerable force of 
artillery which can be reinforced at any 
time by several more batteries that now 
are held on the American side within 
easy distance of The border. 

If the exact whereabouts of Villa re 
known at army headquarters, the fact 
has not been disclosed. Generaliy it is 
believed that he has moved southwaid 
towards the Guerrero district in che 
foothilis of the Sierra Madres, but -e- 
perts from Mexican sources indicate 
that the defacto government troops wil!

Preface.—-The press has an un- 
doubted public function to perform 
with respect to the collection and 
dissemination of news concerning th 
operations of the army in time of 
war. 
hoods. or the equally reprehensible 
distortion of facts, no less than the 
premature disclosure of movements 
or plans, is so fraught with danger- 
ous consequences that all right- 
minded men agree that the greatest 
care should be observed in this mat- 
ter. It ig a fact that the press oc- 
cupies a dual and delicate position, 
being under the necessity of truth- 
fully disclosing to the people the 
facts concerning the operations of 
the army, and at the same time of 
refraining from disclosing those 
things which, though true, would be 
disastrous to us if known to the en- 
emy. It is perfectly apparent to ev- 
eryone who considers the question 
that these important functions can- 
not be trusted to irresponsible people, 
and can only be properiy performed 
under reasonable rules and regula- 
tions with respect’ thereto. 

The Secretary of War, in conjunc- 
tion with newspaper men of respon- 
sibility, has been coneidering this 
question for some time with a view 
to its proper treatment. The accom- 
panving rul@s and regulations con- 
cerning correspondents in the field 
are the result. It is the hope of the 
Secreiary that the newspaper press 
of the country will join with him in 
carrying out these reguiations in the 
spirit in which thev are conceived. 
The lack of any such proper rules 
and regulations resulted in the un- 
fortunate siate of confusion that ex- 
isted with respect to this matter dur- 
ing the Spanish-American War. It 
is to prevent any such confusion in 
the future that this matter has been 
taken up in time of absolute peace. 
when calmness, rather than disturb- 
ance. could guide us in reaching a 
proper understanding and in the 
inaking of the proper provisions. 


1. Conditieus of Acceptance. 


Each applicant shall present to the 
Secretary of War credentials from

any other matters of information 
which the censor decides may not be 
sent. No news dispatches concern- 
ing any occupation or relinquishment 
of a position, any victory or defeat. 
and in fact, any change of the 
army's disposition, may be sent un- 
til after the official wire dispatches 
announcing the event have gone to 
the War Department. Any relaxa- 
tion in the regulations will rest with 
the commanding Genera! of the field 
army. Nothing in the regulations is 
to be construed as limiting the cor- 
respondent's freedom of opinion once 
there ceases to be a necessity for 
military seGrecy; the sole object of 
the regulations being to keep in- 
formation from the enemy at a time 
when it might be of service to him. 

4. Factiities fer Work.—Im- 
mediately on receiving his pags the 
correspondent shall proceed to the 
headquarters of the field army to 
which he is assigned and there re- 
port himself to the chief censor. His 
pass shall give him transport over 
all military railways, with the priv- 
ileges of a commissioned officer, in- 
cluding that of drawing rations. All 
correspondents will be officially at- 
tached to the field army headquar- 
ters. Their transport shall have a 
place with that of the headquarter’s 
staff. They shall be allowed tentage 
and a cook for their mess. Fach 
shall have a horse and be allowed 
to draw forage. With the permission 
of army headquarters, a correspond- 
ent may accept an invitation to join 
a regimental or brigade mess which 
is nearer the front than army head- 
quarters, but no one except the cen- 
sor at headquarters shall have the 
authority of censorship. Correspond- 
ents shall have the freedom of the 
lines of the army within such limi- 
tations as the censor may. from time 
to time, indicate. The officia) army 
wires shall be open to-the corre- 
spondents’ dispatches when not occu- 
pied by official dispatches. Corre- 
spondents’ dispatches will be sent in 
the order of filing. The censor may 
limit the number of words or other- 
wise make an equitable adjustment 
of the use of the wire among the dif- 
ferent correspondents when the wire 
is unequal to carrying all the dis- 
patches submitted. Within the cen- 
sor’s discretion, correspondents mav 
send messengers to carry censored 
dispatches to better wire facilities 
than those at the immediate front. 

5+. Messengers, Any corre- 
spondent who chooses may have a 
mounted messenger, who may send 
neither correspondence nor photo- 
graphe of his own. Any infractions 
of the regulations by the messenger 
will be equivalent to an infraction 
by the correspondent himself. He 
must have credentials acceptable to 
the army and a pass in the corre- 
spondents’ form. with the privilege 
of a private in transport and draw- 
ing rations. The same deposit and 
the same bond shall be required for 
him as for the correspondent. Ex- 
cept where permission is given bv 
the headquarters’ censor. he must re- 
main with the correspondents’ trans- 
port. 

6. Passesn.—PK very corresDnon- 
dent shall be supplied with an offi- 
cia! pass, bearing his photograph 
and his own signature and the sig- 
nature of the Secretary of War and 
the commander of the fleld army to 
which he ts attached. He shall show 
this upon the demand of any fleid 
officer or company commander and 
shall respect their requesisa &t the 
front. undér the penaliy of helng

7. Garh.--F.eryv corresfondent 
shall provide himself with olive drab 
garb for the field. He shall wear no 
accouterments not of a neutral tint 
He shall be supplied with a whiie 
armband two and a half inches in 
width, bearing the letter C in red, 
to be worn on the left arm. in order 
that his status with the arnv 
known at a glance by both officers 
and privatés. Messengers shall ob- 
serve the same regulations about 
garb, with the exception that their 
arm band shall bear the letter M.

“Admiral von Capelle’s appointment 
as Minister of Marine is not of iim- 
portance in relation to the question of 
submarine warfare,’ the news agency 
continues, ‘‘since the direction of naval 
warfare is in the hands of the Chief o! 
the Admiralty. 

“The resignation of Admiral von Tir- 
pitz is much commented on, because 
of his successful activity in fostering 
naval construction. Admiral von Capelle 
long has been familiar with affairs of 
the Marine Department, especially or- 
ganization of naval construction, .in 
which he was the most capable collabo- 
rator of Admiral von Tirpitz. He suc- 
cessfully represented the Marine De- 
partment before the Reichstag, where 
he obtained the funds necessary for 
construction work.’’ 


REICHSTAG FIGHT. 
OVER ATTITUDE OF 
KAISER EXPECTED 


WASHINGTON, March/ 16.—Emperor 
William’s determination not to provoke 
a break with the United States in the 
new submarine campaign, even thougn 
it involves a factional downfall of Grand 
Admiral von Tirpitz himself, is indi- 
cated in today’s Berlin dispatches. 

The tone of these dispatches from the 
German capital, although veiled, is tak- 
en here to prove the supremacy of the 
Emperor, Chancellor von Bethmann- 
Hollweg, Foreign Minister von Jagow 
and the army, which has been opposing 
the plan of Admiral von Tirpitz and 
the navy party to carry the submarine 
campaign to a merciless destruction of 
all neutral shipping to enemy ports. 

Showing the decision of the Emperor 
and his supporters to reject a submarine 
policy practically certain to bring about 
a break in relations with the United 
States, if not actual war, the develop- 
ment is regarded here as a potent 
augury for a peaceful solution of the sit- 
uation with Germany. By some it is re- 
garded as the most important develop- 
ment toward the continuance of good 
relations between the countries that has 
come about since the period of strained 
relations began almost a year ago. 

Berlin Censor Passes News. 

The passage of today’s Berlin dis- 
patches by the German censor is re- 
garded as showing the desire of the 
German Foreign Office to prepare the 
American people for such a contest in 

the Reichstag as was recently seen in 
Congress over the armed ship question. 

It is believed that the contest will! re- 
sult in Karsh attacks upon the United 
States and the German Government it- 
self by the Von Tirpitz element,

-on the attitude of the United States. 
Subsequent events in the American 
‘‘ongress were forecast with remark- 
able accuracy. - 

The general understanding Was that 
it was the Emperor himself{who de- 
cided that every effort should be made 
t» retain the friendship of the United 
Btates, short ‘of abandoning any princi- 
ples Inv olving the honor of the German 
ration. 

Vou Tirnits's. Plans Rejected. 

The result was the rejection of the 
proposed extension of submarine var- 
fare to affect neutral nations. Von Tir- 
pitz’s retirement followed naturally the 
iejection of the plans he nad fathered.

“In addition to the danger of the 
élides, is there danger that the canal 
may be blocked by the fall of the hills 
of Culebra district? These hills are 
composed of intrusive bodies of basalt.

So far as can be judged from 
present exposures, they do not rest on 
the soft Cucaracha formation, but ex- 
tend far into the earth, and are self- 
aupporting.

“The excavation of the canal and bor- 
ings in its bottom show that a narrow 
belt between the two hills is composed 
of the soft Cucaracha beds; yet to the 
present time there has been no upheaval 
of the bottom of this part of the canal, 
nor any other sign to indicate that the 
hills have settled. It Is believed, there- 
fore, that the great masses of Gold and 
Contractors hills are self-supporting anid 
will remain so.

of vears to come should be made in 
order: 

(a) To indicate in good time where ad- 
ditional work of prevention is needed; 
to indicate how large a dredging fleet 
must be kept in readiness. and to fur- 
nish to the engineer of maintenance ad- 
vance indications of emergency condi- 
tions. 

(b). To test the effectiveness of reme- 
dial measures which may be taken to 
control or prevent slides. These ‘ests 
would be more sensitive and definite 
than the mere occurrence or nonoccur- 
rence of slides. 

(c.) To furnish a reliable basis for 
confidence when, in the course of time, 
ii appears that the earth and rock move- 
ments have so decreased that a stability, 
ray be inferred. 

Two or three core borings should be 
made on each side of the canal, the 
committee thinks, to study the nature of 
the high hills. It recommends a thor- 
vugh invesiigation of the localities, per- 
centage of porosity of the several forma- 
tions, the effect of tropical vegetation, 
the nature of the disintegration which 
accompanies the weathering of these 
recks, the chemical changes which causc 
the so-called hot aeras. A mechanical 
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testing of the strength of various rocks 
is suggested, since the future of the 
slides is largely dependent upon ths 
strength of the rocks. Greater facility 
for the study of earthquake shocks in 
this region is also recommended. 
Chief Area of Danger. 
In summing up the history of the pres- 
ent slides, the committee concludes tha’ 
since the three great slides are all in 
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the Culebra district, this is the chief 
area of danger. This is the natural! 
consequence of the fact that by far the 
deepest part of the canal cut is in this 
district; and that the weakest of the 
reosclical formations, the Cucaracha, is 
strongly developed here. 

Slides may occur in other parts of the 
canal, but they will be relatively small 
and infrequent; for the banks are not 
high, and the unstable ground has al- 
ready slid down so that its surface har 
approached the angle of renose. Should 
tlides occur they are not likely to men- 
ace the operation of the canal. Slides 
great enough seriously to obstruct traf- 
fic in the canal, could occur only in the 
Culebra district, which is. but one mile 
long. The possibility of great slides in 
this section has therefore claimed the 
most careful consideration of the com- 
mittee. In general, the committee be- 
lieves that no great extension

The Brandeis case is exceptional in 
that the Senate Judiciary Committee, to 
which such appointments are referred, 


Senate had agreed that no man of 69 
or over should be appointed to the Su- 
preme Court. 


But for the action of the Senate in 
these two cases Edward D. White woulJ 
not now be Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court, nor would he probably be even 
a member. For, on the failure of Peck- 
ham to receive confirmation, Cleveland 
sent in White’s name, which was im- 
mediately confirmed.

report, was that Japan was seeking ‘rom 
Great Britain some definite recugnition 
of Japan’s superior position in China. 

The alliance with England, as a result 
of which Japan declared war against 
Germany, continues a favorite topic of 
discussion. A good many disparaging 
remarks have been made about it by 
Japanese, who feel that Great Britain 
is asking, and receiving, too much under 
iis terms, and that.it has ceased to be 
an instrument useful to the Japanese 
nation. 

Baron Ishii referred to these criticisms 
in his remarks before the Peers. He 
deprecated them, he said, as being ex- 
ceedingly regrettable, because they did 
harm to the friendly sentiments between 
the two nations. He regretted also that 
British- residents in. China occasionally 
gave voice to unfriendly | utterances 
about ‘Japan. But’ he pointed out that: 
these criticisms should not-be interpret- 
ed as the opinion of the nation as.a 
whole. 

View on Existing Treaty. 

At a recent dinner of the Japan Tiade 
Association Jchiro Tokutomi, editor of 
the Komunin, declared that an opinion 
rrevailed among a section of statesmen 
and politicians that the Anglo-Japanese 
alliance has become superannuated and 
should be reframed to meet the changed 
Situation of Japan—the growth, or ex- 
ultation of her position and influence in 
I'ar Eastern affairs. He said he consid- 
ered it most probable that the time 
would come before long when ‘this opin- 
icn would be seriously taken up and em- 
vodied in the form of. negotiations for 
the revision of the existing treaty. He 
insisted that this view was shared by 
severcl members of the Cabinet and 
Privy Council. 

Ths present negotiations with Eneiand 
fo which reference was made by Baron 
Ishii are believed to include the status 
and treatment of Japanese emigrants, 
especially in Australia, but refer par- 
ticularly to an alleged boycott of Japa- 
nese goods. 

The case of those Japanese who are 
demanding a revision of the alliance 
with Great Britain is summarized by the 
Nichi Nichi. It declares that in Canada, 
Australia and other British colonies. 
Japanese are refused treatment on an 
equal footing; that the British residents 
in China, official and otherwise, are 
bent on curbing Japan’s interests in that 
country; that Japan’s position in China 
is of vital importance to Japan but that 
its predominance is not recognized, and 
that moreover,.in case of misunder- 
standings with the United States over 
Chinese questions the British Govern- 
ment is known to be bent on avoiding 
the responsibility of rendering assistance 
to this country. 


Great Britain’s Position. 

The newspaper further alleges tha' 
Britain is restricting Japan’s free action 
in India, and under these circumstances 
the journal deems it natural that there 
shou'd be a feeling of dissatisfaction 
concerning. the alliance as it now exists. 
The paper further points out that Great 
Britain, on account of the war, 
in a position at present ta protect her 
interests in the Pacific and has to de- 
pend solely on Japan in that 
In other words, Japan is now the onl 
nation able to protect the interests of 
Great Britain and-other nations in Chi- 
na, and the paper thinks that this posi- 
tion of Japan deserves to be fully rec- 
ognized by Great Britain bv formally 
allowing Japan to have her position in 
the Far Fast clearly defined. 

As for the provisions in the alliance 
concerning the peace of India, the paper 
points out that they were made when 
there was a fear of Russian advance to 
the South, but the present relations of 
Great Britain and Russia are practically

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Miners’ Wages and Price of Coal. 


Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Being a coal miner, | have been interested in 
the wage controversy that has taken place in 
New York, wherein the coal miners of the Di- 
tuminous coal fields have been granted an in- 
erease of 3 cents per ton and those working by 
the day an increase of 5 per cent. Since that in- 
crease was conceded I saw a statement in your 
paper from Edward Devoy. a coal dealer and 
operator residing in St. Louis, in which he says 
that the cost to the consumér will be increaséd 
1@ cents per ton. In my opinion this is one more 
instance in which the “dear, trusting” public ts 
forced to shoulder the burden. 

Were the public asked to shoulder the increase 
tnat the miners are about to secure, | would 
have no objections, but the 10 cents increase to 
the consumer is an imposition to the extent of 
about 6 cents per ton. Having a little knowledge 
of prices, T have done a little figuring on Edward 
Devoy's 10-cent increase and this is the conclu- 
Sion I arrive at, which will hold good in a great 
majority of mines in. Illinois. Diggers, or piece- 
work miners receive 3 cents increase on the ton; 
5 per cent on the deadwork is the equivalent of 
.76 of one cent per ton; 5 per cent on the yaré- 
age is equal to about % of one cent per ton, and 
5 per cent increase to the men working by the 
day equals about 1 cent per ton; total on the ton 
would be about 5 cents, the miner receives. Now,! 
in his statement, the consumer is aske~ to pay 10 
cents per ton, which means that the coal opera- 
tors or coal dealers pocket the additional 5 cents 
per ton levied on the consuming public and the 
coal miner is blamed for the total increased cost 
of coal, while the facts in the case are that those 


who do no work receive the “lion's share” of the 


money extracted from the public. 

One of the St. Louis morning papers said in an 
editerial that the work of the coal mincr was not 
severe. In answer to that, I would say, let any- 
cne who is interested interview any coal miner, 
or let the editor in question do a month's work 
ina coal mine digging coal, and it is dollars to 
doughnuts he would be glad to change his opin- 
fon on the severe part. “'Tis folly to be wise 
where ignorance is bliss."

Of course, if the country were actually attacked, 
we know that 500,000 or 1,000,000 Americans, after 
much red tape and delay would enlist. But most 
of the raw recruits would have to be drilled for 
six months or a year and would have to be sup- 
plied with as yet unmade equipment. It would 
be a year before we could put an efficient army in 
the field and it would then be lacking in fully- 
trained officers and artillerymen. 

Of the 20,000 who will be recruited for the 
authorized small increase, a large percentage, 
possibly all, will require months of drilling before 
they can be sent into the fighting line. 

The point of the situation is manifest. The 
Government is responsible for the defense of the 
country, but has no power to compel able-bodied 
citizens to serve in the national army and navy 
and small resources of trained officers and men to 
draw upon. The responsibility is heavy. It may 
mean the safety or the ruin of the nation. It 
may involve great losses of life and property, in- 
tolerable humiliation or even the overthrow of our 
sovereignty and our cherished institutions. But 
the power to command the efficient forces neces- 
sary to meet this responsibility is lacking. 

A moment’s thought will convince any intelli- 
gent man that the present system of recruiting 
raw material in time of need and the whole sys- 
tem of volunteer enlistment is a failure. It is il- 
logical, costly, inefficient and dangerous. It 
leaves the Government helpless when confronted 
with danger and the country exposed to thé blow 
of an invader. 

The time has come to substitute prudence for 
carelessness, efficiency for inefficiency, prepared- 
ness for unpreparedness and foresight for hind- 
sicht.

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THE DEMOCRATIC ARMY IDBAL. 

As president of the mine department of the 
American Federation of Labor, James Lord's 
Views on national defense, in last Sunday’s Post- 
Dispatch, are of great interest. He sets forth his 
ideal of a citizen army, purely voluntary, the 
members of which, having the right to elect their 
officials, will never cringe before them. 

This ideal is, in the main, similar to that held 
by the syndicalists with regard to the organiza- 
tion of industry. All officials are to be chosen 
by the vote of the rank and file and deposed or 
recalled by the same methods. The ballot box is 
to decide everything. | 

Perhaps the most democratic army in the world 
is that of Switzerland, the plan of which has re- 
cently been outlined in the Pdst-Dispatch. There 
has never been any suggestion, however, that the 
privates in that army shall boss their officers. As 
voters, all citizens of Switzerland control the 
army and decide as to its organization. But, as 
soldiers—and every able-bodied man must serve 
between the ages of 20 and 48—they obey promptly 
and literally, as do other soldiers. It is to be sup- 
posed, under such a system, that they don't cringe 
in their obedience. 

Prompt obedience being a prime factor of suc- 
cess in war, the officers must not be handicapped 
by the fear of displacement by disgruntied pri- 
vates. In the Swiss army, officers rise from the 
ranks through merit. Such officers are usually 
obeyed willingly. 

Mr. Lord’s condemnation of a military machine, 
autocratically ruled and used. for purposes of 
conquest, is an expression of American principle. 
The demand for preparedness implies no such 
machine. But the country is not ripe for the re- 
alization of Mr. Lord’s dream of an army voting 
for and displacing its officers. While waiting

He encountered not only the indifference and 
hostility of adherents of the old penology within 
and without the prison, but persecution at the 
bands of the county political ring to whom the 
new methods meant the cutting off of oppor- 
tunities for patronage, machine-building and 
plunder. \ 
His reinstatement as Warden should follow his 
acquittal. But whether or not thf logical result 
is recorded, New Yor! at the cost of much sacri- 
fice on bis part has at least made some progress 
towards transforming its penal institutions fnto 
riaces of reclamation for criminal unfortunates 
Missouri is yet to make a start.

ADMIRAL BENSON 
HLS OF NAVAL 
PREPAREDNESS 


Merchant Vessels Under Inspec- 
tion to Determine Their 
Fitness for Use. 


WASHINGTON, March 16.—Rear Ad- 
miral Benson, chief of naval operations, 
today told the House Naval Committee 
in minute detail of the preliminary work 
of preparing the navy for an emergency. 

The naval militia, he said, is being 
brought constantly into closer touch 
with navy ideas; merchant vessels are 
under inspection to determine what pri- 


vate craft would be immediately avail- 
able in case of war, and each naval 
bureau is informed exactly as to what 
it would have to do with these vesse!s. 
Repairs which would make them effec- 
tive would last from a few days to sev- 
eral weeks, he added. 

Admiral Benson sounded a warning 
against adopting the submarine ideas 
of the present war. 

‘“‘We have learned something from the 
European war,” he said, “but we should 
be led astray by the conditions under 
which the submarine warfare abroad is 
being carried on.’’ 

Aboar, for geographical and other rea- 
sons, he said, there are conditions influ- 
encing the submarine warfare that 
hardly are likely to be encountered in 
any war in which the United States may 
be engaged. 

Aviation developments, he said, 
progressing slowly and conservatively. 
Sixteen aircraft are in commission at 
Pénsacola. Twenty-five more are ordered 
and % extra motors. Reports from Pen- 
sacola were most encouraging in results 
and enthusiasm of personne!. 

“TIT am largely responsible,’’ he said, 
“for cutting the aviation estimate $2,- 
000,000 from the $5,000,000 or larger 
amounts proposed by others. I did not 
and do not believe that we should spend 
a large sum of money in developing 
aircraft, carrying vessels and dirigibles 
and other aircraft that would divert at- 
tention from the vital problem of using 
aircraft for scouting in connection with 
the operations of the fleet.’’

CITY TO GET $30,000 YEARLY 
RENTAL FOR USE OF TRACKS 


Terminal Accepta Terms Offered for 
Right of Way of Old Transfer 
Rallway. 


William McChesney Jr., ptgsident 
of the Terminal Railroad Associa- 
tion, today notified Public Utilities 
Director Hook that the Terminal will 
accept the terms offered by the city 
for the use of the river front tracks 
of the St. Louis Transfer Railway 
between Ferry street and Arsenal 
street. 

These tracks recently were taken 
over by the city when the Transfer 
Railway Co.'s franchise expired. It is 
agreed that the tracks be valued at 
$600,000, and that the railroads using 
them pay 5 per cent of this amount, 
or $30,000 a year rental. The roads 
also will pay the maintenance. cost. 

In compensation to the Terminal 
the city has issued a permit for the 
vacation of certain streets in the 
Ranken tract. McChesney asks that 
this permit be made permanent by 
ordinance.
